fhie Branch advises strongly against scaling down of the 
priority for CSKA for the following reasons t 

1. The evidence offered in the referenced referendum for the 
assertion that CEHA has been playing a miaor-key role within the 
CEBIT ia not convincing. Too little is known about its activities 
that any value judgment eould be made at this time, tim scarcity 
of intelligence information regarding this subject may, at least 
in pert, have been due to the low priority given to it la the past, 
ibe present priority say reduce this significant gap in existing 
intelligence. 

2. Even if It were correct that the role played by CEMA and 
its achievement® have, thus far, not been very impressive, this would 
not be a cogent reason to scale down the priority. There cannot 

be a ny doubt that greet efforts ere being made the USSK to iwmove 
the shortcomings in interns ate Hite cooperation, mentioned .in the 
referenced iaeaorf*ndum, and, beyond that, to coordinate the various 
national plane and to move toward integration of the economies of 
all orbit countries. This is a development of greatest interest for 
b'.S. intelligence. Since there are indications that CKMA will become 
more and more involved in the implementation of this policy and perhaps, 
play a leading rule in it, the efforts to get better information on its 
activities should, therefore, bo increased rather then reduced. 

3. CBMA and Bloc integration is a subject to which this Branch 
has been devoting and will devote a relatively large part of its ti m e 
and intelligence research. Any scaling down of the priority would 
render its work more difficult* 
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
